The hardest hit 
was Abruzzi Rye, which was fully 75% destroyed 
and very limited quantities are available. this 
season, Many fields of wheat, oats and barley 
were not harvested, particularly in Virginia and 
other northern states, and these crops will be 
difficult to save even for feed purposes.
